in every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Applicants representative explained the invention by pointing out the difference between the prior art and the present 
invention such as, "corrected target trajectory generating means for correcting a target trajectory so as to cancel a gain 
characteristic and a phase characteristic of said feedback control means with respect to a specific frequency." 
Further, the applicant's representative pointed out two separate rejections, 35 U.S.C. 102(e) and 35 U.S.C.103(a), do 
not address this limitation.
